“Since the free silver. tidal wave has 
swept over the country and made it ap- 
parent to almost every one that the silver 
men wol be in control at the Chicago Con- 
vention, there has been a great deal of 
discussion in Administration circles as to 
the course which honest money Democrats 
should pursue. The question of a bolt has 
been discussed in all it phases, but Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends have abandoned all idea 
of a third party ticket with a sound money 
man at its head. 

“The matter has, therefore, resolved itself 
into a question of whether the Adminis- 
tration officials should support a free silver 
candidate, whether they should remain 
neutral and stay away from the polls, or 
whether they should vote the Republican 
ticket. A member of the Cabinet, to whom 
the President has talked freely on the 
subject, told me to-day that the President 
believed that the money question was of 
more importance than all other political 
issues at this time, and that it was abso- 
lutely essential that the cause of sound 
money should triumph by an overwhelming 
majority at the November election. He said 
the President thought this result could best 
be obtained by uniting the sound money 
men in support of the Republican ticket in 


r 


sound money p at St. Louis. 

“Mr. Cleveland does not want a straddle 
plank adopted at either St. Louis or Chi- 
cago. He wants the issue to be sharply 
defined and for this reason he is opposed 
to placing any obstacles in the way of 
the silver men if it should be found that 
they have a clear majority at the Chicago 
Convention. He wants them to go ahead 
and declare for the free and unlimited 
coinage of 60-cent dollars and any other 
Populistic schemes they may desire to put 
into the platform.

FLLEY NEARLY 
CAUSED A PANIC 


M’KINLEY MANAGERS WORRIED 
BY HIS INTERVIEW. ; 


DISPUTE HIS CONCLUSIONS. 


They Insist That the Ohio Man Can 
and Will Go In on the 
First Ballot.

Chauncey I. Filley’s interview in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch has frightened the ad-

JULES SIMON 
15 NO MORE.

HE DIED AT PARIS MONDAY, 
AGED 82 YEARS. 


EMINENT AS A STATESMAN. 


He Had a Long Political Career and 
Was Honored in Many Ways by 
His Countrymen. 


PARIS, June 8&—Jules Simon, the dis- 
tinguished French statesman, formerly 
Premier, who has been dangerously ill for 
some time past, died at 11:40 o’clock this 
morning, aged 82 years. ‘ 


M. Simon was born at L’Orient Dec. 31, 
1814. The name given him by his parents 
was Jules Francois Simon Suisse, but he 
adopted the name of Simon, and was never 
known by any other. He studied first at the 
little college in L’Orient, and at a similar 
one at Vannes, after which he entered the 
Lycee at Rennes as an assistant teacher. 
In 1835 he was received as a Fellow of 
Philosophy. A charge was secured for him 
at the Normal School in Paris, where for a 
time he was supplementary lecturer on the 
history of philosophy, but a year after his 
arrival in Paris he became the principal 
lecturer. In 1839 he succeeded M. Cousin, at

He was 
elected a member of the French Acade- 
my in 1875, in place of the Comte de Re- 
musat, and was formally received June 22, 
1876. M. Simon was the author of a num- 
ber of standard French ph and 
political works.

MINNESOTA DELUGED. 


At Least Four Lives Lost and Great 
Damege Done. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 8.—Later reports 

from points in southwestern Minnesota 


which were swept by the great storm 
Saturday night show that four persons lost 
their lives and property was destroyed to the 
extent of over $300,000. Those drowned are: 
Bulord, 
Murray County; J. W. Satterson, Ash 
Creek; E. W. Hunter, Adrian. 

The greatest damage was in Rock County, 
the most southwestern county of the State. 
The rain fell in such torrents that the Rock 
overflowed its banks and drowned 
live stock by the hundreds before they could 
get to the high ground. 

In the region of Luverne the river was 
in places three miles wide. The water 
rushed into Luverne at such a rate that 
business houses were flooded many feet 
deep and their contents ruined. To add 
to the horrors of the situation calls for 
help were heard at midnight érom all along 
the river. A rescuing party was organized 
and set afloat, but the swift current upset 
the boat and the party narrowly escaped 
with their lives. A second party was sent 
out as soon as possible and about twenty 
persons were rescued. It is not yet known 
whether any one was drowned at Luverne. 
Many of those rescued were found on 
housetops and in trees.

CAPT. JOHN 8. BOURKE. 


The Gallant Soldier and Well-Known 
Writer Is Dead. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 8.—Capt. 
John G. Bourke, 3d Cavalry, U. S. A., died 
to-day at the Clinic Hospital, this city, 
where he had been under treatment for 


about three weeks. Capt. Bourke had 
been suffering for a long while from the 
effects of disease contracted while cam- 
paigning in Texas and the far West. 

Capt. Bourke had a brilliant record as a 
soldier. He was awarded a medal of honor 
for gallantry at Stone River. At the close 
of the war Capt. Bourke was appointed 
by Fresident Lincoln a cadet at large to 
the West Point Military. Academy, from 
which he graduated in 1869. He saw much 
service in Indian warfare, and was men- 
tioned in general orders for gallantry in en- 
gagements with Indians. : 

e was a member of scientific societies in 
France, England and the United States, 
and wrote much upon anthropology and folk 
lore. His most popular books, “On the 
Border With Crook,“ “An Apache Cam- 
paign’’ and the “Snake Dance of the Mo- 
quis,“ have had editions in New York and 
London.

BEHRING SEA CONVENTION. 


Text of the Treaty Between Great Brit; 
ain and This Country. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—-A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: 

President Cleveland and the Queen of 
Great Britain will officially proclaim wish- 
in a few days the Behring Sea convention, 


which their respective Governments have 
entered into. The Senate has made public 
the text of the treaty. It provides for the 
appointment of a joint commission to ascer- 
tain the amount of damages sustained by 
the owners of British sealing vessels seized 
in Behring Sea by United States revenue 
cutters before they had authority under 
the terms of the modus vivendi.

If, in any 
case, the commissioners fail to agree. the 
differences shall be referred for final ad- 
jus*ment to an umpire, to be appointed by 
the two Governments jointly, or, in case 
of a disagreement, to be nominated by the 
President of the Swiss Confederation. The 
amount awarded to Grea’? Britain under the 
convention is to be paid by the United 
1 within six months after the award is 
made.

ON THEIR WAY TO sr. LOUIS. 


BRIGHT LOT OF JOURNALISTS. 


They Will Keep the Wires Hot Until 
After the Big Republican Con- 
vention Is Over. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8 —The 
Washington correspondents of the various 
papers of the country are en route to the 
St. Louis conventich. Tuey started from 
Washington at 3:50 o’clock this afternoon 
and, if the time schedule is maintained, are 
due in St. Louis at 7:10 p. m. to-morrow. 

They are traveling in a special train of 
Pullman cars over the Pennsylvania route. 
Most of the larger papers of the country 
are represented, but a few correspendents 
have been obliged to wait,anticipating lively 
times in the closing hours of Congress. 

With few exceptions the corps of corres- 


ndents anticipate short, quick work in 

t. Louis, a sharp fight over the platform 
and probably a sensational walk out from 
Convention Hall of the delegations repre- 
senting silver States. 

Whether the convention maps out a pro- 
gramme in line with their ideas or takes 
a sensAftional turn, the correspondents are 
coming prepared to be in the van, watch- 
ing developments and keeping tab on the 
Republican leaders who will direct and ma- 
nipulate. 

n the list of those who are on the 
correspondents’ special are many well- 
known throughout the country by virtue 
of their work with and pencil in the 
press gallery at th National Capitol. 
Most of them have had years of service 
wresting secrets from unwilling states- 
men and foretelling accurately in advance 
important movements in State or diplomat- 
ic channels. They are also veterans in the 
art of following turbulent gatherings of 
national delegates and withal mines of in- 
formation as to national politics and the 
records of statesmen who will be promi- 
nent in the deliberations of the conven- 
tion which meets in St. Louis next week. 

Among the well-known correspondents 
who are en route to St. Louis is Maj. John 
M. Carson of the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. Maj. Carson has served various 
metropolitan journals from the capital for 
many years. He is a veteran political 
prophet, whose signed articles on the 
movements of great men will be a feature 
of the Public Ledger’s service from St. 


Louis. 

William E. Curtis of the Chicago Record, 
whose chubby face and rotund figure are 
well known in Washington circles where 
statesmen of high degree congregate, be- 
lieves in reciprocity. He ought to, for he is 
an authority on it. For some time Mr. Cur- 
tis has been assisting the Venezuela Com- 
mission in preparing important informa- 
— concerning the much discussed Sch0m- 
bufghk Hne in Venezuela. There is a rule 
of the press gallery which requires sus- 
pension from the privileges of the gallery 
all correspondents who accept service and 
pay from the Government. One day Mr. 
Curtis was shocked to find his name “post- 
ed’’ by the Press Committee. It was an- 
nounced that he was receiving pay from the 
Venezuela Commission. For ten days he 
was debarred from the gallery until the 
high commission, in a grave, dignified way, 
informed the Press Committee that there 
was wo “reciprocity” basis between it and 
Mr. Curtis. 

The New York Times’ Washington Bu- 
reau has at its head Mr. E. G. Dunnell, who 
has been a correspondent at the capital so 
many years only a few remember when he 
came. Mr. Dunnell is also chairman of the 
committee of five which directs and con- 
trols the press galleries of both houses. 
In this position he has served three years, 
because he has demonstrated that he can 
protect the interests of the men who de- 
pend upon newspaper work for a living. 

Only once during his official life has 
Chairman Dunnell been stumped, and that 
was only temporarily. The press gallery 
doors are closed to women—or at least they 
were. Last fall the chairman recelved a 
request for admission to the gallery. It 
was signed by Mrs. I. Worrell Bell. Aftera 
night of thought the chairman of the Press 
Committee solved the problem. The press 
roster shows the name of I. W. Bell, and its 
owner is the only woman ever admitted to 
the national press gallery. 

The Gridiron Club is one of the best known 
associations of its kind in the country. 
Invitations to its meetings are eagerly 
sought by statesmen of the highest rank. 
Its President is occupying a section in 
the Pullman train now speeding to St. Louis. 
William E. Annin of Salt Lake City, cor- 
respondent of the Salt Lake Tribune, and 
with Maj.

What Dr. W. W. Boyd, chairman of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Relief Committee, 
characterizes as the most important part 
of the committee’s work in assisting the 
tornado sufferers was commenced Monday. 

Every sufferer from the tornado had been 
afforded temporary relief last Saturday. 
The plan of distributing food and clothing 


through the district stations had been 
abandoned, and all save those of the Prov- 
ident Association and St. Vincent de Paul 
Society had been pe 

It remained to furnish deserving famil'es 
with assistance sufficient to jast them un- 
til r independent ok relief. 

Dr. yd believes it probable that part of 
this assistance will take the form of funds 
for the rebuilding of wrecked dwellings 
where - the occupants own the property. 

Other features of the work will be to 
— each family with food sufficient for 
wo weeks; new furniture where that of the 
applicants has been entirely destroyed, 
clothing, and cooking utensils, and the pay- 
ment of another month's rent in advance. 

This relief will not be given indiscrim- 
Inately. Precaution against imposition will 
be even more rigid than it was at the 
district stations. The stricken territory has 
been divided into small districts and in each 
are experienced canvassers, making house 
to house investigation. The recommenda- 
tion of the canvassers will precure the 
permanent relief for those in need of it. 

In many instances repairs are still needed 
on houses. Where such cases are encoun- 
tered, the canvassers are making mem- 
Oranda of the work to be done, and the 
amount needed for it. These memoranda 
are to be sent to the General yy Com- 
mittee, which will act upon them at once. 

Dr. Boyd was asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter whether any of the relief fund 
would remain when the present work has 
been completed. 

“I believe there will be, but others differ 
with me on that,“ replied Dr. Boyd. It 
is impossible for me to even guess what the 
residue, if any, will be. 

“I do not believe that if any money is left 
it will be turned over to the Emergency 
Loan Association direct, although that re- 
mains to be decided by the General Execu- 
tive Committee. I base my belief on ex- 
pressions from members of that committee. 

“I think that any residpe will be used by 
Exchan Committee in 
co netion with the loan fund. Whether 
applicants for monetary assistance in re- 
build! object to accepting a gift, and 
— the moge as a loan, they will be 
referred to Emergency Loan Associa- 
tion. There will be many instances where 
sufferers can procure loans without apply- 
ing to either body. but are unable to pay 
the interest. In such cases, E. think the 
Merchants’ Exchange tee. 1 Pay 
the interest for them until | are abie to 
meet the payments.

In these cases I think the Re- 
lief Committee should furnish sums of 
money sufficient to rebuild.” — 

A few sufferers not before réached in the 
relief work applied at the central head- 

uarters in the Merchants’ Exchange Mon- 

ay. Some had letters of recommendation 

or were accompanied by policemen or others 
to vouch for them. hese were helped at 
once. While the work of distribution from 
district stations has ceased the stations 
were kept open Monday, and those 9 
cants at headquarters who were without 
recommendations were referred to the dis- 
trict stations. 

It has not yet been decided positively to 
open depots in the stricken districts. If 
they are opened they will be used merely 
for storing supplies and applic@tions for 
relief will be granted at the new depots. 

The regular station of the St. Louis 
Provident Association on South Eigh- 
teenth street continues, and some relief 
work is still being done there, but inde- 
pendently of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Committee. This is true®also of the St. 
Vincent de Paul station at Sixth street 
and Chouteau avenue. 

The new method of work is being car- 
ried on by these two organizations, and 
the others that purticipated in the work 
that has been abandoned. They are work- 
ing as freely and independently as before. 


From expressions heard on all sides it 
would appear that a great many of the con- 
tributors to the general fund do not look 
with favur upon the proposition to incor- 
— it with the emergency loan fund now 

eing raised. , 

They do not think that such a course 
would be in line with the purpose for which 


ithe money was raised, and many of them 


think that the $35,000 already expended for 
temporary relief has not appeased the hun- 
ger or satisfied the wants of the homeless. | 

Mr. M. J. Murphy, who has worked early 
and late dispensing charity to the sufferers, 
says that judging from the conditions in his 
district alone only a small portion of the 
relief actually required has been giveh. Mr. 
Murphy said Saturday: . 

“I am opposed on principle to having the 
relief fund diverted in any way. The scheme 
of starting an emergency loan fund is a very 
good one if a fund is raised solely for that 
purpose, but I do not believe that any of the 
money raised to afford temporary relief 
should be employed in that way. 

In the first place, the work of relief is 
not completed. There is a field for the ex- 
penditure of every cent of the $200,000 al- 
ready raised and more too, 

“In cur district alone worthy people are 
still in teed of help and we should look 
after the homeless and destitute first of all. 
The emergency loan fund would not be for 
the benefit of the homeless, but for those 
who have homes; the class that is not 
2 in need the necessaries of 


e. 

“If we should use the money already col- 
lected as a n the general public 
would get the idea that no more money 
was needed for relief and thé subscriptions 
would stop at once. We cannot afford to 
have them stop, as there is need for all 
the money we can raise.’’

SHARKEY Is THE OTHER MAN. 


A Four Round Go in Ban Francisco to 
Be Fought Soon—Corbett Must 
 Knoek Out the Other Man. 


SAN FRANCI6CO, Cal., June 8,—The ar- 
rangements for the four round go between 
James J. Corbett, champion heavyweight 
of the world, and Tom Sharkey, of local 
fame, will be concluded at noon to-day.

TO THE REPUBLICANS.

STRIVING FOR A STRADDLE. 


— 


Grosvenor Cudgeling His Brains to 
Get Up a Document Satisfactory 
to Free Coinage Men. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.— The Repub- 
licans are alarmed at the boldness with 
which the silver men in their party are as- 
serting their sentiments. For the last two 
days the one subject of discussion by the 
leaders in Congress has been the formation 
of a platform that will prevent a bolt at St. 
Louis. 

Gen. Grosvenor has drafted at least a 


dozen different propositions on the money 
question and has passed them around for 
approval and suggestions. One free silver 
Senator, who is chairman of a State dele- 
gation to the St. Louis Convention, says 
that three different platforms were sub- 
mitted to him yesterday. He says that all 
three were straddles“ and that he in- 
formed the Republicans who sought his ad- 
vice that none of them would be acceptable 
to the silver Republicans. 

While the gold standard Republicans and 
Democrats are discouraged the silverites 
are growing more confident and more ag- 
gressive. his attitude of the silver men 
has had the effect of inspiring Speaker Reed 
with the belief that he still has a good 
chance of getting the St. Louis nomination. 
His present theory is that the attempts of 
the McKinley managers to prepare a “‘strad- 
dle“ on silver will drive the gold Repub- 
licans to him, and that they will make a 
fight strong enough to give him the nom- 
ination. The Speaker is in dread of a de- 
termined purpose of the McKinleyites to 
stampede the convention to him for Vice- 
President, and swears with great emphasis 
that he will not take second place under any 
circumstances. 

Another method by which the McKinley 
managers hope to placate the silver and 
gold wings of the party is to insert in the 
platform a clause denouncing the use of the 
veto power by the President. This adopted, 
the McKinley managers will go to the silver 
leaders and say: 3 

We have fixed things so that, If you get 
a free silver majority in both House and 
Senate your free coinage legislation can be- 
come a law. The President will not veto it. 
You cannot expect to have free coinage un- 
less you have a majority in both houses.“ 

Republican silver Senators insist that the 
convention must declare for either silver or 
gold; no compromise or makeshift will be 
entertained fora moment. They claim that 
the financial question is paramount and 
must be made the issue.

President John C. Gage presided 
over the meeting which was large and very 
enthusiastic. Charles B..Adams was secre- 
tary.
